PROPOSED RULES ON
AR DISTRIBUTION

(Suste Raldlway Oommission Formog-
lates Temporary Bales o Cone
form With New Law

The state rallway commivsion ut
Lincoln has Wformulnrod o set of
temporary rules to conform with the
lnw passed by the last legislature
covoring the distribution of freight
ears in time of shortnge. Thoae
rules are as follows:

Car Distribnton Rales

On and arter May 20, 1917, and
untii the further order of the Com-
mission, all freight  cars  affected

hereby shall be apportioned and dis-
tributed according to the following!
rules:

DEFINITIONS The cara to be |
apportloned under these rulea shall
be all cars avalluble and suitable |
for the transportation of commodi- |
tiez offered for shipment in Nebras-
ka.

l A "division™ shalll be that portion
of n rallroad under the direct sup-
ervision of a division superintendent

A “station” sghall include agency
nnd non-agency stations and all other
points upon a raillroad from which
rates are gquoted in the official tariffe
of the earrier

A “shipper'’ shall mean any per-
son, firm, company, association or
corporation in Nebraska offering
freigth in earload lots to be earried
over the railroad in aecordance with
the provisions of the official tarifis of
the carrier

Bhippers ghall be divided into
“regular shippere,” “‘new reguolar
shippers” and “miscellaneous ship-
pers™

A "regular shipper' s any person
assoclation, firm or corporation es-
tablished at a station whe has made
shipmenis of commoditios in earload
lots at frequent incervais froin. such
gtation for one year or more imme-
diately preceding date of his classifi-
cation.

A “new regular shipper'”' is any
person, association, firm or corpor-
ation established at a station for less
than one year and the nature of
whose business requires shipments of
commodities In carload lots at fre-
quent intervals.
A “miscellansous shipper' shall be
every shipper other than a “regular”
or “new regular' shipper.

General Rules
Rule No. 1.—The apportionment
of cara by the railrond company be-
tween different divisions, stations
and shippers, shall be detormined by
the relative volume of carlond ship-
ments of freight originated by ceach
division, station and shipper. The
unit for dotermining the relative vol-
ume of gshipments shall be the calen-
dar month.

Division

Rule No. £2.—-Cars shall be appor-
tioned during the current month to
each divislon according to the ratio
the carload shipments originated by
guch divislon during the correspond-
ing month of the last five preceding
yeurs bears to the whole of such
ghipments originated by the rall-
road.

A—In determining the ratio as
provided in this rule, shipments
moving In open top, live stock, and
specially equipped cars shall be con-
sidered seperately from shipments in
other cars.

B—Carsa moving under consign-
ment or cleanlng in transit privi-
leges shall be included @t point of
origin only.

C—Cars forwarded carrying lemss
than carlond shipments from jobbing
stations, shall be i{ocluded in doter-
mining the ratlo as provided in this
rule,

Rule No, 2.—Cara shall be appor-
tioned during the current month to
each station according to the ratlo
the carload shipment originated by

ing month of the five preceding years
bears to the whole of such shipments
for the same period from all stations
upon the division.

AJSub-divisions (A), (B), and
(C) of Rule No. 2 shall apply to
and modify this rule.

B—In the case of stations which
have not been in existence for five
vears, the ratio shull be computed
upun the actual period during
which the station hus existed.

Itule No, 4.—Curs shall be appor-
tioned during the curreunt month to
gshippers &t a station according  to
the carload ship vents originated by
each shipper during the correspond-
ing monmh of the five preceding
yeuars.

. A—In determining the ratio and
apportioning cars, shipments mov-
ing in open top, live stock and spe-
clally equipped cars shall be con-
sidered separately from shipments
in other cars.

bB—Cras shall be apportioned to
regular und new reégular shippers
a8 a class, and to miscellancous
shippers as & class according to the
respective ratlio which the number
of carload shipments made by each
of such eclasses bears to the num-
ber of all carload shipments duor-
ing the monthly five year period.

C—Cars shall be aspportioned Lo

each regular shipper according 1o the
ratio the carloud shipments originat-
ed by him bears to the whole of such
shipments by regular shippors dur-
ing the monthly five year period. In
the case of regular shippers who
have not been estublished at the sta-
tion for five years preceding, the
ratio as te all regular shippers at
the station shall be computed wupon
the corresponding monthly peried
that the Junior regular shipper has
been in business. The purchesser of
an established industry in the pegu-
lar and new regular class of ship-
pers shall succeed to the rights of
his predecessor,

D-—Cars ghall be apportioned (o
the new regular shipepr according
to the ratio which the average num-
ber of carload shipments of like com-
modities made by regular shippers
at all stations on the division on
which such station is located during
the five year monthly period, bears

and the average numhbr of carload
shipments quade by regular shippera
ut the station during such period,

E-—Cars shall bhe apportioned to
each miscellanlenos shipper In rota-
tion In the oredr appleation s made
therefor by miscelianeons shippers in
the order hook

F—Whenever any shipper deoclinea
or falls to aceept a enr apportionsd
to him, or fails to begin to load the
same within the free period allowed
for loading under the oMcial tariffa
of the carrler, he gshall forfeit all
right to such car and the car shall be
apportioned to the next shipper en-
titled thoreto A car so transferred
shall not be counted against the ship-
per accepting and loading the same
in the monthly apportionment.

Keep Order Book

tule No. 6. Every rallroad com-
pany shall provide each of its sia-
tion agents with a book to be known
as the car order book, which book
shall be open (o the |(nspoction of

shippers during regulur  business
hours. Such book shall be properly
ruled and iwth sultable headings and
shall show (n) the name of the appli-
eant, (b)the date of the order, (e)
the date cur if wanted, (d) the com-
modity for shipment, (¢) the kind
and eapacity of ecar desired, (f) the
genernl direction of the shipment,
(g) the date car ¢ furnished, (h)
the initinl and number of car furn-
ished, and (i) the kind and capacity
of car furnished,

IRule 6.-—Every shipper shall ap-
ply for a ear or cars in his or its own
name only., No shipper shall apply
in any one day for cars in excess of
his or ita capacity to load in one day,
and no shipper shall have at any one
time unfilled applieations for cars in
the car order book the capacity of
which cars shall be In excoss of the
volume of commaodities ownod or pur-
chased by him or itand offered for
shipmens,

Rule 7.-—Every station agent shall
securely post the official copy of these
rulesa in & conspicious place in the
station bullding of which he has
charge, which place shall be open to
all shippers during regular business
hours.
